bonds. 

Mr. Rayner, of Maryland, found in the con- 
siitwiion direct authority granted to congress 
to pass such a measure as was pending. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, found in the fact 
that the company did not seck a state charter 
(which he asserted it was competent for it to 
lo,) reason why the bill should receive careful 
and cautious examination and scrutiny. He 
predicted that the incorporators of the company 
(laving the government committed to the en- 
terprise) would come toa future congressa d 
ask the vyovernment to go tarther and main- 
tain the enterprise by contributions. 

Mr. Spinola’s ainendment was reiected:

Mr. Phelan. of Tennessee, criticised the ad- 
vocates of the bill for pressing it forward at a 
time when there was no opporiunity for that 
careful discrssion and consideration which 
important questions involved in the measures 
demanded, He submitted a brief constitu- 
tional argument against the bill. He hoped 
that the house wou!d postpone to a more suita- 
ble time the discussion of a proposition which 
engrafted on the statute books a poiicy totally 
and radically new and entirely hostile to the 
best interests of the United States. 

Mr. Cobb, of Alabama, moved to amend Mr. 
Hiolman’s amendment by adding to it the fol- 
jowing:

On motion of Mr. Wilson, of Minnesota, an 
amendment was adopted providing that no 
certificates of stock shall be issued until at 
least ten percent of the capital stock shall be 
iully paid for in money at the par value of 

tock and money deposited in the treasury of 

the company. No payment on account of the 
capital of the company shall be paid, except 
in money, and the company is. prohibited from 
returning or repaying any part ‘of the 
money so paid. No bonds in excess of the 
aiount of capital paid in shall be authorized 
until such paid capital shallamount to $5,000,- 
O00. No part of the capital stock paid.in shall 
at any time be returned to the stockholders or 
diverted from the proper uses of the corpora- 
tion. A violation of any of these provisions 
is punishable by a fine of $10,000, and Iimpris- 
oument for five years. 

Mr. Stockdale, of Mississippi, offered an 
amendment providing that concessions of the 
Nicaraguan government shall not be changed, 
nor shall the company release the government 
of Nicaragua from any of the concessions, 
without the consent of the United States; and 
any violation of this provision shall operate as 
a forfeiture of the franchise of the company. 

Mr. Dingley, of Maine, with all due defer- 
ence tothe gentlemen who had offered the va- 
rious amendments, said that it seemed to him 
that there was a settled purpose on the part of 
some gentlemen to defeat the bill by indirec- 
tion. While admitting the importance of the 
obiect to be accomplished, they practically de- 
feated it by offering amendments which would 
prevent the accomplishment of that object. 
{et congress grant the charter as requested 
and thus promote American enterprise and 
American commerce ; and let members remem- 
her thatan American company, chartered by 
the United States, would be practically under 
government control and that the enterprise 
would be practically an American enterprise. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, said that the gov- 
erment in incorporating the company estab- 
lishec a protectorate over the canal, with all 
that the word implied.

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THE ROPE AGAIN COMING INTO USE 


A Terrible Murder in Texas, And Its Punish- 
ment—A Double Murder in South 
Carolina. 


Epixpura, Tex., December 7.—[Special.]— 
Casimero Livar paid the pepalty of his crime 
this afternoon at 4:300’clock, At 4:15 o’clock 
Father Petage administered to the doomed 
man the rites of the dying in accordance with 
the ceremonies of the Catholicchurch. Shortly 
afterwards Sheriff J. L. Dougherty read the 
death warrant, and then the solemn and short 
procession to the scaffold was formed. Livar 
stepped up to the scaffold bravely, and did not 
show the least emotion, and as he stood on the 
trap he took out his watch and looked at the 
hour. Then he begged permission to sing. 
He sang a Mexican ballad in a high, clear 
tone, lamenting his fate and advising his fel- 
low beings to keep out of the path of crime. 
After the singing his hands and arms were 
pinioned, and the black cap drawn over his 
face, shutting the light of day from his eyes 
furever. 

Exactly at 4:50 o’clock the trap fell, and he 
was launched into eternity. His neck was 
broken and in fourteen minutes he was pro- 
nounced dead by Drs. Lothrop and West. All 
the arrangements were perfect, and nothing 
occurred to cause delay. Sheriff Breto, of 
Cameron, and his deputies, Haynes, Tilgham. 
Dowingues and several others, were present, 
also Captains Lainadrid and Munoz, of the 
Mexican army. ‘There was a large crowd pres- 
ent from the surrounding country. Sheriff 
Dougherty and deputy Cross, witha strong 
posse, maintained excellent order. 

The crime for which Livar paid the death 
penalty was the murder of Theo Marks, who 
was waylaid and killed, and _ his body after- 
wards burned. There are two other parties 
concern‘d in the crime, now in the 
jail of this county, named _  Crescincio 
Delivar and Rolon Ruiz. They will be taken 
to Cameron county for trial. ‘The details of 
the crime show it was one of the greatest 
atrocity. Marks wasaJewish merchant at a 
ranch called Agna Negra, and had had a row 
with Livar over a pistol, which the latter had 
stolen from him. On the night of the murder 
Marks went down the road to pay a yisit, and 
vas waylaid on his return by {ihe three prisonerss 
‘They were unarmed and excited no suspicion, 
Marks greeted them as they cloSed around his 
horse. Livar jumped up behind on tle animal 
and grasped Marks around the body pinioning 
his arms atthe same time. Another jerked the 
doomed man’s pistol jfrom his hostler. They 
then led the horse a_ short distance 
away and made Marks dismount. The 
latter pleaded for his life, and_ told 
them that if they wanted money to go with 
him to his store, and he would give them all 
he had. Thevtold him they intended him no 
barm, and at the same moment Livar shot 
him from behind, killing himinstantly. Next 
day they got a can of kerosene, and, taking 
the body into a thicket, dug a shallow hole and 
cutting it up burned it all but the bones. Sus- 
picion fell on the three, and aftersome months 
they were arrested, and not until one confessed 
were the remains found. This is the second 
execution that has taken place in the lower 
frontier in six years. 


TWO AT A TIME. 


South Carolina Supplies a Vair of Stiffs—On 
the Scaffold, 

Cotumsia, 8. C., December 7.—[Special.]— 
Two men were hanged on the same scaffold in 
Yorkville today—Samue! Phifer and Adolphus 
Wheeler, colored. Phifer murdered his step- 
daughter on October 7th. He was living with 
and oid white woman as his wife, and he was 
at the same time criminally intimate with her 
mulatto daugnter by afarmer husband. Le 
was the father of her child, and was insancly 
jealous of her. He left York for several 
months last summer, and on his return found 
that his stepdaughter had married. When he 
made this discovery he was enraged. Shortly 
afterwards Phifer induced the young woman 
to come to his house and sit up witha sick 
child. She remained a!l night, and was re- 
turning to her home at sunrise when Phifer 
intercepted and shot herto death. He then 
poured oil on her clothing and set it on 
tire. He was convicted on circumstantial evi- 
dence, and subsequently made a full confes- 
sion. 

Wheeler murdered George Beckham on the 
%thof July. While Beckham had been in 
the penitentiary for manslaughter, Wheeler 
lived with his wife, Martha. Beckham re- 
turned last summer, and Wheeler continued to 
board with them. On the day of the murder, 
Beckham beat his wife and drove her from 
home. She toid him he would be killed that 
night. After dark the husband and wife met 
at the house of a friend. The quarrel was 
renewed. Beckham began beating his wife 

rith astick. Just then Wheeler came up and 
shot Beckham dead. Loth Wheeler and Mar- 
tha were convicted and sentenced to be hanged, 
but the sentence of the woman was last week 
commuted to ten years. imprisonment. The 
executions were private, only a_ limited 
number of persons being admitted, but 
there were hundreds of negroes around the 
jail. The Jenkins Rifles were present. Both 
men met death calmly and acknowlecse4 their 
guilt and 
Wheeler’s last words were to deciare that 
Martha Beckham was entirely innocent. The 
drop fell at 12:32, and in 25 minutes they were 
dead.

When approached by the as- 
Sociate press reporter this morning he admitted 
frankly that he had ordered three naval ves- 
sels at New York to be gotten ready as soon as 
possible to start for Hayti. He added: 

“There is local disturbance there, you know, 
and it is always a goon plan to have naval ves- 
sels near at hand on such occasions, You 
remember that the Haytien authorities rc- 
ferred the case of the seized steamer to this 
government? Well, we have reached a de- 
cision, and that, in short, is that they have 
gotto give herup, Itisunfortunate that the 
yellow fever broke out on the Boston while 
She was at Port-au-Prince and = com- 
velled her to leave that climate. Other- 
wise, the matter might have been set- 
tled before now. If it was not considered 
somewhat unsafe, we would send the Boston 
back to Hayti to aid the other vessels in case 
of necessity. That’s about all there is to it. 
We do not think the seizure of the vessel jus- 
tined and are, therefore, determined that she 
must be delivered up to us,” 

Orders were issued this afternoon to the 
commandant of the Norfolk navy yard to pre- 
pare the United States steamship Ossipee for 
Sea service as soon as possible. It will. take 
little longer to do this than will be necessary 
witb the three vessels at New York, but it is 
thought she can be fully prepared to follow 
them te Hayti withina few days. She will 
be sent to Port-au-Prince unless something 
happensin the meantime to render it unnec- 
essary. 

Secretary Endicott had an interview with 
secretary Whitney this morning and the ru- 
mor was started thatit had been decided to 
send a nuinber of troops to Hayti to assist the 
naval forces, but it was subsequently ascer- 
tained that there was no foundation for the 
report, 

[tis learned that the action of Secretary 
Whitney, in ordering a tleet of vessels to pre- 
pare for an expedition to Haytiis due nog so 
much to the absolute refusal on the part of 
that government to comply with the request 
for the release of the seized Ameri:an vessel 
as to the dilatory tactics adupted by the Hay- 
tien authorities in dealing with the 
question. The position taken by 
this government is understood to be 
that asthe Haytien authorities referred the 
arbitration of the case to this government, they 
are virtually bound by its decisions and that 
when they were informed by this government 
that they had no legal right to seize and de- 
tain the ‘‘Haytien Republic,’’ they should 
have accepted the situation and released the 
vessel. While they have not refused to do 
this, they are, it is said, acting in such a pro- 


ecrastinating way as to indicate a strong disin- 


clination to accept the judgment against them. 


THE WEEK’S BUSINESS. 


A Rather Slack Trade Done—Failures, 
Ete. 


New York, December 7.—R. G. 
Co’s. reveiw of trade for the week says: 

Reports of the condition of business are unusually 
fuli this week, and not entirely envvwuraging. With 
scarcely an exceptions, they note a confident fee?- 
ing a to the tuture, but a combination of many 
cunses in different sections produces some slack- 
ening for the present, The cott.n crop was late and 
has been considerably injured and banks are car- 
rying unusally large accounts, but prices do not im- 
prove..Much uneasiness is felt in portions of the 
south, and collections are not above par, while the 
pumber of failures in some soutvern§§ dis- 
tricts is large, Memphis reports fifty per 
cent more than last year. Open and mild 
weather in the northwest, Oauses uneasiness 
in some trades, particularly in clothing and boots 
aud shoes at Kansas City and Milwaukee and the 
lack of snow delays loggi gin Wisconsin. Exports 
of breadstufis are still prevented, and heavy produc- 
tion ofirou causes hesitation, Yet the volumu of 
business is large, with speculation by no means 
heavy, 

The money markets are nowhere disturbed, 
though the demand is large and rates at interior 
pointsfirm. In nearly: li quarters the supply is 
ampi!e ior legitimate business, but seven and eight 
per cent is paid at many western and southern cen- 
ters, and one per cent per month at Salt Lake. 

Treasury re; orts show that currency in circula- 
tion, taough $1,700,000 less than November lst, was 
about $37,300,000 larger than December Ist a year 
ago, But during the past weex the treasury has 
taken in $3,400,000 more than it has paid out. Mod; 
erate exports of gold cause n» disturbance; fureign 
exchange and rates for money at New York have 
been sieady. Clearings of banks in November were 
45 percent below last year’s, but with allowance 
for speculative transactions, payments of other 
origiu appear to have been somewhat larger than 
last vear 8, 

Woreign trade is better sustained than would 
naturaily be expectedin view of the arrest of the 
breadstufls’ movement and popular decision adverse 
to a change of thie tariff policy. 

Imports for five weeks at New York have been 
only 35 per cent smaller sand exports from New 
York only 2.5 per cent smaller than last year. Yet 
exports of wheat from the Atlantic ports were only 
299,882 bushels against 3,170,763 inthe same weeks 
last year and of thour 598,297 barrels, against 1,178,- 
619 with an increase of 1,845,000 bushels in corn. 
Wheat broke sharply, Lut cio#s a shade higher 
than week ago, corn halfta cent lower and oats un- 
changed.

OF NORTHERN BOOKS, 


Dir. McCarthy's Bill Passes the Senate— The 
Proceedings of the Day in the Legislature 
Mr. Brady's Bil. 
The senator from the twenty- eighth had 
on his war paint yesterday morning. 
The result was a discussion which mace

Mr. McCarthy's school book billcame up for 
third reading, it having been reported favor- 
ably, as amended, by the committee on educa- 


The bill provides for the adoption of a uni. 
orm series of school books for the public 
schools of Georgia, these to be selected by a 
commission consisting of the state board of 
education, as at present constituted, togeth: 

with five competent educators. The text of 
the books so selected shall not be subject to 
alteration or revision oftener than on: ein five 


years. 
The committee on education recommended 
an amendment providing that in the selection 
of the books “‘other things being equal, the 
preference be given first to Georgia authors 
and afterw ards to authors from other southern 


states.” 

Every member in the senate wanted to give 
the preference to Georgia and the south, but 
for a time it looked very much as if they were 
not going to be able to agree upon the 
phraseology of that section. 

As soon as the bill and the amendments 
had been read. Mr. Gibbs, cf the 28th, moved 
toamend the committee's arnendinent by strik 
jng out the words “other things being equal.’ 

Mr. Gibbs was emphatic in his position in 
favor of southern books and southern books 


alone. 

“Why. at the north,’ said tho senator, 
“they carry poltties into their schools and 
churches. Southern books are exgiuded from 
their schoo!s, while here in the south we are 
com pelle: i to use northern books.”’ 

Senator Gibbs spoke of a history containing 
pictures of Lincoln, Grant and Sherman, 
“that combination of fanatics,’’ and argued 
that southern children should be tanght from 
southern books. 

“But the committee: s amendment clearly 
covers that,” said Mr. Strother. ‘‘Will not 
this commission make judicious i, 0 a ? 
Can we nottrust the men we appoint upon 
that?” 

‘Now, I want to see how many southerners 

refer northern books to southern books,”’ was 
Mr. Gibbs’s reply to that question, ‘‘and [ cal! 
for the ayes and nays.”’ 

The call was not sustained, so Senator 
Bradwell advocated the amendment of the 
committee, showing that it clearly instruct: 
the commission to give the preference to th 
works of southern authors, giving the commit- 
tee a degree of discretion whic h ought to be 
given it. He wonld yield to no man in his 
desire that the children of the south should be 

propery taught, especially upon our countr 
ot te and it was with that end in view tli at 
the committee’s amendment had been drafted. 

Mr. Giibbs said he was willing to make it 
mandatory upon the commission to select the 
books by southern authors. This might give 
certain men a monopoly at the start, but it 
would not be so large. Ife read a fiery « xtra ict 
froin the Chicago Tribune upon the race ques 
tion. 

Mr. Massangale supported tho committee's 
amendiment as securing just what Mr. Gibbs 
and every other member desired. 

Mr. Leeyd favored Mr. Gibbs's amendment. 

Mr. MeCarthy, the author of the bill, spoke 
of the efforts of the governor to eradicate the 
very evils here aimed atand of the success 
which crowned his efforts. In responseto Mr 
Bartleit’s question, he stated that equal’ in 
this connection meant in every thing which 
goes to make up @ book, not the price, but the 
subject matter. 

Mr. Wooten supported Mr. Gibbs, and Mr. 
flall supported the committee report. “Ifthe 
northera and southern books are equal in every 
respect,’’ he said, ‘‘and ifthe northern book, 
containing absolutely no objectionable matter 
is cheaper, it is our plain duty to take the 
northern: Look.’ 

**As for me,”’ replied Mr. Gibbs, “thereis no 
book published north of the Mason and Dixon's 
line which is not objec ctionable—grammars, 
arithietics, everything.’ 

e Mr. Harris proposed a substitute to both 
amendme: its, which was finally adopted. [It 
provided that the preference should be 
given to Georgia and southern works, bat if it 
should be found necessary to select a northern 
book, it should not be selected unless entirely 
free from sectionalism. 

Mr. Gibbs fought this also, but he was alone 
in his glory, and the bill, with several slight 
amendments, passed. 

State Board of Health. 

Dr. Sims, the able member from Lincoln, 
has in course of preparation a bill creating a 
state beard of health. 

The bill will provide for a board consisting 
of five physicians in good standing, who wil! 
have charge of the quarantine regulations of 
the state, without, Lowever, clashing with the 
authority of the loca! boards. 

The measure is the result of a ceneral discus- 
sion in the committee on sanitation and 
hygiene of the recent epidemic in Jacksonville 
and of the great variety of quarantine regula- 
tions in different parts of the state. One result 
of the creation of a state board of. health 
will be to make uniform the quarantine rega- 
lations. The friends of the measure belicve 
that the presence of «state board will do much 
to allay the excite:ment incident upon epi- 
demics.

Dir. McCarthy's Bill Passes the Senate—The 
Proceedings of the Day in the Legislature 
Mr. Brady's Bill. 

The senator from the twenty-eighth had 
op his war paint yesterday morning. 

The result was 4 discussion which made 
things lively while it lasted. 

Mr. McCarthy’s school book bill came up for 
¢hird reading, it having been reported favor- 
ably, as amended, by the committee on educa- 
tion. 

The bill provides for the adoption of a uni- 
form series of school books for the public 
schools of Georgia, these to be selected by a 
commission consisting of the state board of 
education, as at present constituted, together 
with five competent educators. The text of 
the books so selected shall not be subject to 
alteration or revision oftener than once in five 
years, 

The committee on education recommended 
an amendment providing that in the selection 
of thie things being equal, thle 
prefercnce be given first to Georgia authors 


and afterwards to authors from other southern 


hooks ‘othe r 


states.” 

Every member in the senate wanted to give 
the preierence to Georgia and the south, but 
for a time it looked very much as if they were 
not going to be able to agree upon the 
phraseology of that section. 

As soon as the bill and the amendments 
had been read, Mr. Gibbs, of the 28th, moved 
foamend the committee’s amendment by strik- 
jng out the words “other things being equal.” 

Mr. Gibbs was emphatic in his position in 
favor of southern books and southern books

He wonld yield to no man in his 
desire that the children of the south should be 
roperly taught, especially upon our country’s 
a pada and it was with that end in view that 
the committee’s amendment had been drafted. 

Mr. (iibbs said he was willing to make it 
mandatory upon the commission to select the 
books by southern anthors. This might give 
certain men a monopoly at the start, but it 
would not be so large. He read a fiery extract 

from the Chicago Tribune upon the race ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Massangale supported the committee's 
amendinent as securing just what Mr. Gibbs 
and every other member desired. 

Mr. Loyd favored Mr. Gibbs’s amendment. 

Mr. McCarthy, the author of the bill, spoke 
of the efforts of the governor to eradicate the 
very evils here aimed at and of the success 
which crowned his efforts. In response to Mr. 
Bartieit’s question, he stated that ‘equal’ in 
this connection meant in every thing which 
goes to nake upa book, not the price, but the 
subject matter.

For a number of years this money 
had gone to an institution] whose ideas were 
repugnant to those of white people of 
Georgia. The legislature had decided to 
stop. this matter by a resolution, unless 
the co-edneation was stopped, and yet his 
friend from DeKalb proposed to again ask 
these people to comply with our policy. It 
was a known fact that. they would not do it. 
It was now proposed that we bend on our 
knees and ask them tocomply with our re- 
quests. He was opposed to any such action. 

Mr. Candler said inreply to Mr.Glenn that it 
was absolutely impossible for the legislature to 
designate any other institution at this session. 
Hie proposed to simply designate the Atlanta 
university, and if they could not comply with 
the Jaw, the university would be to blame. 
As proposed by the amendment of Mr. Glenn, 
the money would simply be in the state treas- 
ury. fe wanted to offer it to the colored peo- 
ple, and if they did not comply with the laws, 
then the blame wouid rest on them and not on 
the legislature. 

Mr. Glenn said when the resolusion was 
passed it didn't take away the fund from the 
university, but it allowed them to modify their 
plans of education and their’ views. They 
didn’t do it and colored people to-day lost 
their money on account of the people who 
came down here and proposed on a fanatical 
idea, to sacrifice the best interests of the state. 
Again, I ask, are we to submit to 
these people? We have had 
humiliation; we have subiniited to it time 
and again in the past. With the 
same scorn which they refused to comply in 
the past they would refuse in the future. It 
is to he hoped that we will be able to give this 
inoney to an institution in keeping with our 
ideas, who believe that the colored people

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., Novomber 22d, 1888.—Hon., 
George H. Jones, Senate Chamber, Atlanta, Ga., 
My Dear Sir: I noticed last week that Senator Jul- 
ian had introduced a bill regulating attorney's fees 
to be collected by the creditor frum the debtor, 
which exactly meets one of the greatest curses upon 
this couwtry, and I do hope that you, together with 
our representaiives, will give the measure your 
hearty support, and do allin your power to have it 
become the law as early as possible. You may be 
well assured that it will meet the approbation ofthe 
people whose representatives you are, I will give 
one instance, toshow the oppressive effect of the 
law asitis: Thero was a firm in Norcross who gave 
& mortgage on their stoek of goods to secure a debt 
of about $800, As soon as the paper was due, it was 
turned over to an attorney of this place, who wrote 
and made a short affidavit of foreclosure, returned 
it here fora fi fa, for which his fees were $87.20, for 
not exceeding ten minutes’ work--and suchto as 
any justice ot the peace inthe county, with his 
form book, with which the legislature has furnished 
every one of them with a copy—could have written 
out, This seems to me to be wicked oppression, to 
say the least, and besides, if a note falls due, with 
the 10 per cent attorney's fee, they seldom ever call 
upon the debtor tor the money, but at once turn it 
over to an attorney, and whether suitis instituted 
or not, the debtor is bound for attorney’s fees all 
the same. I know that you are alive to the interest 
ofthe poor laboring ciass—and in this, that may at 
first seem smnall—is a huge step in their interest, and 
will save an immense amount of litigation, as well 
as money to the honest debtor.

A BRILLIANT LECTURE 


BY DR. HARRIFON ON “THE BRIGHT 
SIDE OF THINGS.”

Great Problems of the Past, and How They 
Have Been Solved—The Problems of To- 
day—A Tribute to Atlanta. 


One of the most profound and scholarly lec- 
tures ever delivered in Atlanta was that of Dr. 
Harrison last night at the First Methodist 
church on ‘‘The Bright Side of Things.”’ 

The subject was treated in a masterly man- 
ner. There was no attempt at humor, but 
ideas and propositions, new to all but scientists, 
were adapted to the line of thought witha 
tact that made them interesting and doubly 
interesting. Fact and logic were happily 
blended and as happily expressed in words. 

The audience was alarge and appreciative 
one. There was no formal introduction of the 
speaker to his audience for none was needed. 

“It is the saving of a great statesman,”’ be- 
gan Dr. Harrison, ‘‘that it is the unexpected 
thing that always happens—a most comfort- 
able reflection when the prophets that 
prophesy evil and calamity are heard in 
the land. Not many years 2go a language 
that lad been dead and forgotten for 
2,000 years was discovered by explorers dig- 
ging in the ruins of B: ibylon. Every record 
had been lost—there was no alphabet,no clew. 
But those workmen found in the ruins of what 
must have been the roval library small pieces 
of clay slabs upon which were graven mysteri- 
ous characters. Forty thousand of those small 
pieces were piled together and by hard, patient 
toil afew of the pagesin that prehistoric 
book were put together. There were 
clay tablets with the characters arranged 
as the y had been written thousands of years 
before, They had been made by graving upon 

tablets of moist clay and then the tablets had 
been dried and hardened, and laid away in 
order upon the shelves in the royal library. A 
few of these table ts were Jestored, but what 
was all this about? What fact or fiction had 
the old time chronicler recorded in his clay 
book’ ‘There was absolutely no clew. One 
man sat down and pondered and guessed, and 
finally he made a start. In a little while longer 
his. alphabet was formed and_ the 
tablets translated. We may well 
stay and ask, ‘Is there any 
task to which human genius is inadequate ?’ 
And the auswer is, ‘No, not if that task is put 
there for God’s purpose.’ The story on those 
tablets was in substance the Mosaic account of 
the creation of the world, the flood, and the 
dispersion of the races. The man that trans- 
lated the tablets was not a learned professor 
or erudite scholar, but a printer on one of the 
newspapers in London. 

Vhat is necessary in God’s plan for the ad- 
vancement of his c hurch, for the advancement 
of civilization, will surely come to pass. 

Go back a few hundred years to the begin- 
ning of modern civilization, A battle and a 
book were the beginning of this. The battle 
was fought in 1455 when Constantinople was 
taken. and the Mohommedans established 
themselves in Eurepe. The alarm was 
sounded all over Europe and there was a gen- 
eral awakening. The time was ripe for great 
movements. In 1455 the tirst Bible was 
printed, and the printing press became the 
means of disseminating knowledge. In 
1484 Luther was born. In 142 America 
was discovered. . In 14098 Africa’was circu 
navigated and mankind felt a new inspiration. 

The Bible began to be generally read. l'rom 
1580 to 1665 in England alone 21,000 volumes 
of commentari.son the Bible—7,000 separate 
and sesh ct works, were printed and read. 
W ick] ; peformation failed because the 
times were not ready for it but the new refor- 
mation came just In time, 

In their order the lecturer dwelt 
upon thea teakettle experiment snowing the 
power of ste:m, the clumsy model of asteam 
engine in 1651, the iinproved engin e of Watts, 
the invention of the eco yw fies led moval ble 
engine by Stephenson, and iis gr 
tion since. 

“In 1798 Rev. Mr. Matthews proved that the 
population of England was increasing 
than the production of bread could be increased 
and that starvation was staring England in 
the face. In the last edition of his book, 1526, 
Dr. Matthews stated that it was perfectly ab- 
surd to count upon the surplus food of one 
country being transported to another. Atthat 
very instant Stephenson was triumphantly 
watching the completion of his movable steam 
engine, The problem that troubled Dr. Mat- 
thews was solved.’ 

Dr. Hurrison showed that the population of 
the United States doubled every twenty-five 
and one-half years. In 1888 there are 
65,000,000, in 1914 there are 159,000,000, and 
twenty-five years later, 260,000,000, 

‘*But,’’ said he, ‘‘when the struggle for ex- 
istence becomes as difficult here and in Europe 
this immigration business will cease. This 
country can have 400,000,000 and be less 
crowded then England and Belgium are now. 
It could have 260,000,000 and be less crowded 
than the rural portions of New York. Georgia 
has 26,000,000 acres,only 8,000,0000 of which are 
cultivated. The problem of producing bread 
for our population need not trouble us of to- 
day. 

But other croakers have asked, ‘what is left 
tous oft Christianity?’ Justas much as St. 
Pau! and the apostles left—just as much. 
years agoin the United States there were 
$0,000 conmunicants of Christian churches, or 
4 per cent of the population. Today there are 
over 12,200,000, or 21 es cent of the entire 
popuiation in the Protestant churches: alone. 

There is no need to be solicitous about that. 

Other prophets say, ‘But all our people 
are deserting the country 
going to the city to live,’ 
means simply that we are becoming a manu- 
facturing people.

Twenty per cent of the population of England 
is in London, and thirty percent in cities. 
Fifty pe er cent in the eountry would be enough.

Yor a Rise 
‘Look at that cotton,’’ said Mr. Tom Armi- 
stead, of the firm of Rosser & Armistead. 
he reporter thus invited “looked at the 
saimple. It was good cotton. The staple was 
strong, and the color was of a creamy tint. 

‘What about it?’ he asked. 

‘That cotton has a history,’’ remarked Mr. 
Armistead. ‘In 1866 Mr. J. Branch Tanner, 
of Clayton county, the father of our Justice 
Tanner, bought a bale of cotton from a 
tenant at twenty-five cents a pound. As a de- 
cline followed he held it for a rise, and swore 
that he would never se! it for less than twen- 
ty-five centsa pound. Well, he held it for 
years and years, and finally died. The bale 
passed into other hands and was sold to us yes- 
terday by Mr. John Sanders for Y 1-16 cents. 
That’s the end of the chapter.” 

Cotton at twenty-five cents a pound isa 
thing of the past, and this old bale is doubtless 
the only reminder of it now in existence.
